New York, Jan. 23.— The three- 
masted scliooner Naham Chapin, Cap- 
tain Atey, of Rockland, Me., coal- laden 
tviai taitlmdn for Boston, went ashore 
i|NM . teoni9> h.l.p M %H ea»Jy, honir 
jmtnoMj moniliigi and her entire crew, 
ooDiiitinir ot nine men, was lost, in 
fdght of hundreds of prople who had 
gathered on the beach, but were power- 
less to render assiatauce. The vessel 
vrenX ashore at 4 :80 a. m. At that 
honr there was a thick rain falling, and, 
while it was not foggy, th.^to whs a 
mist sufficient to make objects very in- 
distinct at a distance of 200 yards The 
wind was blowing from the HontlicuKt 
at a velocity of about 30 miles an 
honr, and a surf was roUinp upun the 
beach. 

The VPS.sel pounded for nearly two 
hours after slie first strnck, and the 
waves drfivo her gradually iii-shore, and 
finally she wont to pieces, crumbling 
before the fury of th*' mighty waves as 
if she were an eggshell. At (i o'clock 
Captain Chark* Herinan of the lifesav- 
ing service, assisted by his men, brought 
their apparatus from the house to a 
point just opposite the wrecked vessel, 
but whe)i they shot out their line it was 
too late to be of any service. The sail- 
ors, who, from the moment that one of 
the patrolmen had sighted the sclKKiner, 
were in the rif^gin^, dropped off one by 
one into the st ething waters, and soon 
after one of the b^cs, that of a big, 
swarthy Swede, was washed ashore. 

At the last moment it was seen that 
two of those who were cUnging to the 
rigpingof. the foremast were not men, 
■snadhecib supposed, but that one %\as 
S woman and the other was a child, it 
#U supposed that the woman was the 
wife of Captain Arey, of the schooner, 
and that the child was their child. 
_T1* liteskviare worked manfully. 
I%eifflmlifi« fll^d from the mortar 
fell across the yards, but Blijoped away 
over the side atid was lost. The seoond 
landed in the rigging, bat the men were 
unable to sectire it, and it was also lost. 
A third attempt was also ineffectoal, 
and then the crowd of Tillagers who 
nthered on the beach saw the last of 
the men fall ftoiii the riggitag and dis- 
appear in the sorf , which at this tiihe 
wad mnniil^ an,n8t(ally high.

The seamen who shipped just pre- 
yious to the schooner's sailing were 
Albert Lowe, Roy Andei-son, Victor 
Stevenson, Oscar Andsrsou and An- 
thony Lucyanich. The reddenoee of 
the seamen are unknown. 

The schooner was valued at about 
$16,000, and is partially insured. The 
cargo consisted of bituminous coal, cou- 
sig]ied to the West End Street Railway 
company. The cargo, valntni at $8,400, 
is fully covered by insurance. 

The principal owners of the schooner 
Nahnm Chapin were Petoj Mclntyre & 
Company of Boston. Captain K. E. 
Arey, who commiuided the vessel, was 
part owner. 

Quogne is situated about 36 miles ea^t 
of Mre inland, and it is the first point 
where the ocean touches the mainland 
beyond the gi'eat South bay. 

The Nahum Chapin was a three- 
masted schooner, build at Rockland, 
Me., in 1882. She registered 667 tons 
and was 146 feet lOlAy, W foot bOMtt Ud 
16 1-2 feet deep.

Wasrinotom, Jan. M.—After a two- 

deys' debate, in the conrse of which 
considerable partisdin passion was 
aroused and an ineffectual attempt to 
filibuster for the purpose of gaining 
time, the house decided the contested 
election case of Tost vs. Tucker, from 
theTedth Virginia district by denying 
the seat to Mr. Yost and confirming 
Mr Tucker's title thereto. The Repub- 
licans were badly divided, 64 of them 
joining with the Democrats and sup- 
porting theolaima of the Demoorauo 
contestee. 

When the supporters of Mr. Yost's 
contentions found they were defeated 
by a naiTow margin of eight votes (the 
vote being 119 to 127 against him) they 
inaugurated a filibuster in the hoi)e of 
(gaining time and for two hours there was 
a succession of rollcalls but they were 
llually overpowered by numbt^rs and 
the resolutions coiilirming Mr. Tucker's 
title to his seat were adoi)ted. Mr. 
Yost is a mombor-elect of the next 
house and Mr. Tucker, who is a son of 
Randolph Tooker, has been a member 
of the last fonr coDgresses. He declined 
a renomination becaose he did not agree 
with his party on the money question.

Autonomjr or Other Krforms Will Never 
tattoiy Thoaa Oabaas That Are Now In 
the Field— etatMSMit taaad by Tonuw 
EstnMhk Pi»Iiii4 MetlUtit of thalTaw 
York Cnimn Jnnta. 

Nkw York. Jan. 22.— Tomas Estrada 
Palma, president of tho Cuban junta, 
has issued the following statement : 

"So much has lately been, said of the 
probability of the termination of the 
Caban revolution by the acceptance on 
the pArt of the CMbant of tntoaomf, or 
reforms, that I feel it iiicnmbent np(^ 
me, OS the accredited representative of 
the Cubans, to milEe • biief sIMebiiBnt 
on the 8ubje<;t. 

"Reforms were passed by the Spanish 
cortes but the outbreak of this revolu- 
tion was not thereby stayed one hour. 
There was, and is, but one idea for 
which the Cubans are fighting. We 
have had enoufrli of so-caUed reforms, 
enough of proiiii . 'i mtonomy. Every 
intelligent man would rightly condemn 
the leaders and porticitwnts in this 
movement if anything short of inde- 
pendence were the basis of a treaty of 
peace vrith spain. It is claimed that 
General Gomez is willing to treat with 
Spain on the basis of autonomy and 
that a letter to that effect has been re- 
c( ived by me, There is no saoh letter, 
lie is made of too stem material to sur- 
render on any such terms, particularly 
when in his Litest letters to me he 
^vrites contentedly of his resonroes and 
glowingly of his convictions that this 
winter's campaign will be most success- 
ful. 

"Bnt even though any one of onr 
foremost leaders soonldM inclined to 
terminate the war by the acceptance of 
autonomy (which is barely unthin the 
bounds of possibili^),. wlme he himself 
might sorrehder, he would do so alone. 
We Qohans, afe not worshippers of iu- 
dividnalities ; vre are steadfast followers 
of oar ideas. The death of our glorious 
Maoeo bMuht soHioir to the hearts of 
evei^ Oidia£, hot we did not falter ; his 
forces did not snrrendcr; the revolution 
received no perceptible check., Toe 
leader who proposed peace under the 
Spanish flag would find himself with- 
out followers. No treaty of peace can 
be made by the Cubans unless ratified 
by a specially convened assembly. It is 
beyond the bomds of possibility to ex- 
pect that the Cnbahs after two years of 
Bongninary strife when they find them- 
selves in a position such as has never 
been their good fortune to occupy, in 
point of numbers, equipment and re- 
sources, will now weakly accept terms 
of ctimpromise. Every (^uban, every 
American knows that the apparent gen- 
erous and conciliatory spirit of Spain 
springs not from lier stn-ngth, bnt from 
her weakness. How can we then, un- 
der t)ie cironmstanoes, be eacpeoted to 

waver. 

"If the Cubans in field are too 
strong tf) even con.sider snch proposals, 
the Cubans in the cities are too well ad- 
vised of Spain's plans and .Spain's pre- 
carious situation to counsel this step. 

"In these cities, Spain's only strong- 
hold, men of position, of refinement, of 
wealth, liave but lately signed a state- 
ment, in which they unequivocally say 
to tliose in this country, who seem U) 
labor under the error that autonomy 
would be a solution of tho so-called Cu- 
ban problem, that nothing short of in- 
dependence is acceptable to them. 
They biuse the statemc^ut not only on 
jxililical. but also on t>conomic rvasons. 

••What form of autonomy would help 
Cuba, when saddled not only with h(>r 
previous debt, but with the addi d b;;v- 
den of tho cost of the present war? The 
future of the coontry woold be min and 
starvation. 

"News of our success in the field may 
be suppressedby the Qensor; pacification 
of the island provihoea may be falsely 

S reclaimed, as in the case of Pinar del 
kio ; decriH's allowing grinding of sugar 
may be issued, where all cane has been 
destroyed ; promises of reforms and au- 
tonomy given and amneeties promulgat- 
ed; foreign coimtries may by these 
means and by mendacions Spanish di- 
^omaoy be cajoled into the beUef that 
Spain is mighty, is generons, and that 
we are weak, are ntigratefnl, bnt we 
Onbans will continue to fight for inde- 
pendence flnf, Ust and all the time. 
Oolr leaden majy fall, but othenl will 
tako their piiaoes. The t^portnnity wi 11 
find the num. GkiaiM himself has wri t- 
ten th^ even shonld he fall, tiie revolu- 
tion is strong enoogh tooontiirae to its 
tarinmph. The only ezonse we will have 
for having began the war will be its tri- 
umph I the only flttinff monument for 
oar fallen comrades, toe independence 
of their country."

Severe Flghtluir "nil Many Wero KUlad M 
liuth Hides 

Nkw Youk, Jan. 23.— A special to 
The World from Key West, Pla.", says 
Ranchuolo, in Santa Olara province, 
garrisoned by 600 Spaniards, was sur 

prised 10 tS.ays ago by a Cuban force, 
under Major Gerio, with 300 iii^.n. One 
fort was captured before tho grt'-iin n 
had time to rally, aiut tiie ornrr surroU' 
dettd. The Cubiujs began sacking the 
town, bnt tho Spaniarrls soon ri'ccnved 
reinforcements, and drove off all the 
insurgent'^ except about 50, who l)arri- 
ca<le<l themselves in the stone church 

T)ie Spaniards, fiiiding they could not 
take it by storm, managed to mine un 
der one end of it and blew it u)). killing; 
2^ Cubans. The insurgents returned 
with an increased force ami routed tli(> 
Sj)anish. More than 75 .Spaniards are 
said to have been killed and ;i8 taken 
firisoiiers. Major Gerio was wounded 
in the head. Several Spanish officers 
were killed. The Cubans eaptun>d KX) 
st.iuds of arms and some provisior.s. 
Three of their prisoners, who wtro Cu- 
ban-bom, were hanged.

Michigan — that is. the He- 
publicans of Michigan — are solidly 
unite<l for (lenenvl Alger and the state 
has but one candi(1ato for the eal)iuet."

FiumcPOBT, Kv., Jan. 20.— While there 

is not enoujfh money in the treasury or 
the School Fund to pay all the last one- 
fifth payment duo the public schools on 
January Ist, it has been discovered that 
there is half enough, and the Auditor, 
■with the co-operation of Superintendent 
Davidaoo, to-day mailed checks aggregat- 
ing one-half of this final payment. 

This leaves about one-teuth of all the 
money due the teachers yet to be paid, 
and it is doubtful if they get it before all 
the Bcliools have closed. This is owing 
to the fact that there wiU be compara- 
tively little revenue, out of] which the 
school fund geta a share, coming in 
before July Ist. 



Mr. E O. McCormick, Paaeenger Traffic 
Manager of the Big Four company, who 
baa been avowedly the champion of the 

5,000 mile interchangeable mileage book, 
states, in an interview, that some of the 
critidama raoently publiahed in Central 

Pflspenger Committee territory, clsiming 
to emanate from prominent traveling 
men, are unfair in the extreme. 

He says: "The question of the inters 
changeable mileage ticket is an old one 
and dates back to the time when claim 
was made by one of the Commardal 
Traveling Men's Aaaoeiatlon for a univer- 
sal interchangeable mileage book ; one 
that would be good to the north, south, 
east and weat. The advoeatea of -the 
measure were easily convinced that it 
would be unwise for the lines to partici- 
pate in auoh a book, owing to the fact that 
the solvent corporations would fear to do 
business on such a scale with a bankrupt 
road; and that certain railway friends of 
the measure, in connection with the rep- 
resentativeaof the Commercial Travelers' 
organization, agreed that it might be 
poaaible to issue an interchangeable t^k 
good in a particular territory, with that 
end in view began the agitation of the 
subject of the 5,000 mile interchangeable 
book for Central Paaaenger Committee 
territory, to he sold by that association, 
the association acting as a clearing house 
in the settlement with various roads for 
coupons collected. The present form of 
mileage ticket is in accordance with what 
Xhe representative Commercial Travelers' 
delegates from various boards of trade 
and chambers of commerce, at their joint 
meeting in Chicago last June, declared 
would be perfectly satisfactory. 

" Commercial travelers will readily see 
that these mileage strips could not be ac- 
cepted on trains for passage, owing to the 
liability of loss of some by conductors, 
and the subsequent loss to the railway 
honoring the mileage, since the associa- 
tion will only pay for the mileage strips 
actually collected and sent in by the 
railway company. The exchange ticket 
was not put on to harass the traveler, but 
was the only means by which the railway 
lines could protect themselves against 
loss. 

"Formerly, when the Big Four sold 
non-interchangeable 1,000 mile books, 

and received $20 for same, as coupons 
were not good if detached, it was a mat- 
ter of little ooncern whether the mileage 
strips reached the Auditor's office or not> 
owing to the fact that the money for 
same was in the Treasnrer'a handa, and 
no reasonable firm or commercial trav- 
eler would for one moment insist that the 
Big Four company should accept these 
strips for passage after having it ex- 
plained to them that the statistics of the 
various auditors show that about fifteen 
to eighteen per cent, of the mileage in 
their book never reaches their ofBce. 

In answer to the complaint that the 
traveler might sud'er a loss by presenting 
his book at St. Louia for an exchange 
ticket to Cincinnati, and after boarding 
the train got a telegram stopping bim at 
Terra Haute, thereby losing the rest of 
his ride to Cincinnati, for which he had 
already paid mileage, Mr. McCurmick ad- 
visea that if such a case should arise, on 
request, the conductor of the train would 
note on the back of the exchange ticket 
"used only to Terra Haute" and that on 
such showing of fact, the road would 
promptly rebate the amount of fare be- 
tween Terra Haute and Cincinnati. 

Regarding the traveler not having 
time to secure an exchange ticket at the 
depot, he states there would be very few 
such cases, owing to the fact that a man 
must neoeasarily be at the station a suffi- 
cient time before the train leaves, in or- 
der to have bis baggage checked, and 
that in these iaolated casea, explanation 
being made, the differtnce in fare could 
be refunded, on presentation of a claim. 

"We do not claim for the present sys- 
tem absolute perfection, but do aflSrm 
that the traveling men should accept the 
book as furnished, using their efforts to 
popularize same, and waiting at least 
a little time until improvements can be 
Hiigt;ested ^nd made, that will render 
the handling of the book pleaaant and 
profitable to all concerned."

Ncw«p«prr Profltii In London. 

There was a trial before Mr. Justice 
Cave recently which, if correctly re- 
ported, shows what ia the profit of the 
sbarebolders of The Timea. Mr. Adams 
bought one-fburteenth of two-thirds of 
one-ninth of two-sixteenths (or 1-1,612) 
of The Times from Mr. Brodie for £853 
on the assurauco tiiat this minute share 
was worth about £35 per annum. Ac- 
cording to him, after heabad purobaaed 
th»abare, he found it only to be worth 
£17 a year. On thia he asked for dam- 
ages. The jury assessed the damages at 
£65. Assuming this share to be worth 
£18 per annum (which seems about the 
average value), it is clear that tho net 
dividend on all shares is £87,916. Mr. 
Adams, believing it to be worth £368, 
paid for it 14. 1 yeara' pnvohasa The 
jury valued it at £888. which, taking 
the annual return at £18, would be 16 
years' purchase, making The Times 
worth £48S,450. This, however, does 
not quite oorreotly, I believe, represent 
the value, for Mr. Walter, as printer, 
derives a large profit on an old contract. 
This contract, in point of fact, represents 
what may be called preference shares, 
while those of the shareholders may be 
termed ordinary shares, tho value of The 
Times being tho sum total of both. — 
London Truth .

THE SENATORIAL MUDDLE. 



B«U«f by SQue That Qovernor Bndlej Hu 
tke Right U Ntae BlMkhvtft 
Sieeentr.

FaA2rKF.>irr, Kt.. January 20.— Daring 
an tha recent diacnaaton of the Senatorial 
•itnation in Kentooky ao one haa ever 
qnoted the atatotea bearing on the aab- 
}ect, and it aeema to have been agreed, 
bv common conaent, that irnliviiliial opln- 
ioa would be allowed to govern rather 
than the atatutea in the election or ap- 
pointment of a United States Senator, 
Section 1,647 of the Kentucky Statutes 
roads aa follows: 

Wli«aey«r, on the meetlnc of a LegltUtare of 
this State, a vaoanoj ahall aiUt In th« represen- 
tation of laid Stote in the Senate of the United 
Stetct, laid Legislature ihall proceed, on the lec- 
ond Tneaday after the oomnMoeaBent and organ- 
iiation of IM eeaitoa, te eleet a panon to All luch 
vaeanor in the naanar herein provided tor the 
eleotioa of a Senator tor tha fnlt term; and If a 
vaeaaoy ahall happen during the aeMon of the 
LcfUIatare, then on the leoond Tneedajr after 
the Lifflalatnre ihall have been organised and 
■hall have aotloe of the vacancy. 

Aa to the last sentence in this section 
a new point haa been raised. Suppose 
Qotemor Bradley wonld call the extra 
session for the first, second or third day 
of March, then the vacancy would occur 
during the session of the legislature. 
This being so, the statute provides the 
Legislature "shall halve notice of the va- 
cancy." This notice must come from the 
Qovemor, of coarse, but auppoae the Qov- 
emor fails to give notice of the vacancy in 
his message calling the extra session, or 
by special message after the Legialature 
meets. What is to be doneT Can the 
Legislature assume it as a fact that there 
Is • vacancy and hold an election any- 
how? 

Presumably, no. Then why cannot 
the Governor appoint Blackburn's puc- 
cessor, dedine to notify the Legislature 
of the vacancy, and thus force .the solons 
to devote their energies to other matters 
of more interest to the welfare of the 
State than the.election of a Senator? 

Of courae, these pointa have been 
raised on tlie idea that an extra session 
will be called. If it is not called, of 
coarse, the Oovemor can appoint, and 
the appointee will hold till the new Leg 
islature meets in January, 1898, and 
elects his snooeasor. 

The next question that naturally arises 
is this : Suppose the Governor appoints 
Blackburn's ianoceasor on March 5 and 
calls tha ex(n» session some daya or 
weeks later, can the Legislature go ahead 
and elect a Senator- anyhow, provided 
notice of the vacancy ia given ? The 
anawer to this is that the United States 
Senate has held that auch an election is 
valid, but the belief here is that the leg 
islative friends of the man appointed by 
Governor Bradley would prevent the 
election of any one to succeed the ap- 
pointee. 

Governor Bradley is no novice in poli- 
tics. He has read the statutes, and is 
saying nothing, but is sawing wood. He 
ha) his own ideas about this Senatorial 
muddle, and is keeping them to himself. 
He knows right now what he will do 
wlxen the time comea, and how it will all 
torn oat, but he is "layin* low and sayin' 
nothln'." The other fellows are doinR 
the guessing, and that ia all they can do, 
as the Qovemor holda the key to the 
situation, and no one knows how or 
when he will unlock.

ONLY TWO ES CAPED. 

Dctalla of tlia Baeent Maaaaora of Ska 
Britlah Bxpedltlen to Benin City. 

LoND^ir, JlSn. 22.— A dispatch Just tl^ 
cMved from Lagos, capital of tlie Brit- 
ish West African colony of that name, 
gives details of the massacre of the Brit- 
Uh expedition under Obnanl General J. 
R. Phfllips by the inhaMtimts of Benin 
Oity, early during the present mtmth. 
The party consisted of Consul General 
Phillips, Major P. W. G. Copland- 
Crawford, deputy commissioner and 
vice consul in the Ni^'er coast protecto- 
rate and adjoining native territories; 
Captitln A. M. Boisragon, commandant 
of the Niger coast proteoltorite fbrolH ; 
Captain Maling of the Sixteenth uui- 
cers ; an officer of the Niger coast pro- 
tectorate force, Mr. R. F. Locke of the 
consular staff ; Mr. H. C. Campbell of 
the consuhtr staff : Or. H. ISUiott, 
medical adviser, and Mawa. PoiHa and 
Gordon, civiliana. 

The party was nnahned and was pro- 
ceedine to Benin City, in order to make 
a request for a palaver, or conference 
with King Obdah, in regard to increas- 
ing the trading faoi^ties with that part 
of ^rica, tba king having previously 
ooosented that the expedition ahoold 
visit his oapitaL The nine offioers went 
unarmed in order to impress the king 
with the pe^eful character of their 
mission, and over 200 native carriers 
were taken with the party to propel the 
canoes and cany preaenti intsnoiMl for 
the king. 

After proceofliiiflf up thfi river the ex- 
pedition landed at a spot about lo miles 
from Benin City and the carriers wero 
sent ahead through tho dense jungle, 
the officers following. Five miles frtjm 
Benin City the officers suddenly came 
upon a narrow defile wliieh was filled 
with tho dead carriers, who were fear- 
fully mutilated. Almost immediately 
afterward the officers and their servants 
wero siirrouiided and attacked by han- 
drods of savages, armed with guns, ont- 
ltt.sses, spears and clubs, and in a few 
minutes all the members of the party, 
excepting BoinagoB and Lobka, were 
killed. 

Captain Eoi.sragon and his comnuiidii, 
after wandering in the bush for A week, 
living on plantains and drinking dew, 
succeeded in reaching Now Benin, 
wounded and exhansti^d, brin^niK tho 
first authentic news of the massacre. 

The affair is looked upon as deserving 
of tho sending of a punitive expedition 
to Benin City, known as the Oity of 
Blood, on account of its being the seat 
of the Fetich priests of that port of Af- 
rica and because hnman sacrifices are of 
frocjuent occurrence, the remains of sac- 
rificed slaves being seen bleaching in 
the sun on all sides. 

The British warships Phoebe, Wid- 
geon, Alecto, Thesetu and Forte have 
already been dispatched to the entrance 
of the rivet Benin. British officers 
left Liverpool for tha iMna ooaat Sator- 
day and mnnitlQBS of war wiU ftdlow 
on Saturdoy next.

Tl'.e resolution rec ites by way of pro- 
amble that the niininj; interests of tha 
United States have no clear reprosento- 
tiou in the organi7.ati(<n of the goveru- 
luent. and it providers ff)r the anpoint- 
nient of u commis-sion to be c(mii)o.sed of 
tho conmiissioners of the poneral land 
office, the conimisHioner of labor and the 
director of the geograpliical survey, 
"whose duty it shall bo to doterniim; 
the best metho<l of uscertaininij all tho 
facta of general importance rf»lating to 
mine.s and mining within tho United 
States, whether by a mining bureau, a 
secn-tary of mines and mining, a com- 
mi.-'sioner of mines, or a commission, 
and to report to tho secretary of the in- 
terior a bill i)roviding for securing all 
jiocos.sary iiiioriiiation concerning min- 
ing and related industries in the United 
States." 

BANK PRE SIDENT ARRESTED.

Lonsvii.i.K, .Ian. 23.— J. M. Mo- 
Knight, president of the German Na- 
tional bank, which was closed Monday 
by Bonk Examiner Escott, acting under 
orders from Comptroller EJokels, snTren- 
deri^ himself to Marshal Blaokbom 
yesterday afternoon, to answer a war- 
rant sworn out by Bonk Examiner Es- 
cott in the United States court, charg- 
ing him with making false entries on 
tho books of the bank of which he was 
president. He was taken before Com- 
missioner Speed, waived an examinaition 
and was released on bonds of |6,000. 
The trial was set for Feb. 2fi. 

Bank Examiner AtxM refused to 
make public the evidence on Which he 
bases the charge, but intimated that the 
case would be vigoroosly prosecuted.
